TOKIO, Feb. 1.—Foreign Min- 
ister Yoshizawa conferred yester- 
day for an hour and a half with 
Ameciran Ambassador W. Cameron 
Forbes, and for slightly more than 
an hour with Count de Marte, the 
I'rench representative. 

Receiving foreign 
ents immediately theroafter, 
Yoshizawa said the Ambassadors 
had agreed to transmit his request 
that the threes Governments at-

belligerent operations. 

The Foreign Minister appeared 
tired. From hastily scribbled notes 
and from a War Office intelligence 
report, he delivered his chronolog- 
ical narration of the Shanghal in- 
cident in English, saying: 

*T received this afternoon’ the 
British, American and French Am- 
bassadors, who are interested in the 
defense of the International Settle- 
ment, and I am going to explain 
what. I told them, but not what 
they said to me, as Iam unable to 
do that without their permission.” 

“With the view of dissipating 
some misunderstanding which 
seems to exist in various quarters 
I decided to explain the situation 
to them fully. 

“In the first place, our consular 
and naval representatives have not 
ignored the spirit of collaboration. 
‘‘onsul-General Murai. presented 
Japan's demands to Mayor Wu Teh- 
cheng Jan.'.21, the demands includ- 
ing an item for the suppression of 
the anti-Japanese movement. 

“On its own initiative, Jan. 25, 
the (Shanghai) Municipal Council 
decided to elose-the Chinese news- 
paper Ming Kwo Jih Pao and also 
to close the headquarters of the 
unti-Japanese society. 

Closing of Newspaper. 
“The municipal authorities closed 


the newspaper Jan. 26, and Mu- 
rai was’ given to understand 


the 
municipality would assist him when 
the Japanese should take steps for 
closing the anti-Japanese society, 
the Japanese having informed the 
municipality of the steps contem- 
plated for dissolving the society. 

“The details for closing the anti- 
Japanese society were discussed by 
Japanese naval officers and the 
municipal - police.

Peace Efforts Continue. 
Negotiations by the American 
and British Consuls to bring about 
peace between the Japanese and 
Chinese today broke down. There 
were reports that a truce had been 
agreed upon, but the foreign au- 
thorities said the peace negotia- 
tions had not changed since the 
close of a parley Sunday afternoon 
at which no agreement was 
reached. 

Most of the Chinese shops were 
closed. Foreign stores continued 
open. Chinese ,banks remained 
closed, but Chinese pankers per- 
suaded exchange shops to accept 
Chinese banknotes, thus relieving 
the financial situation, 

In the Hongkew area the Japan- 
ese were continuing their strict pa- 
trols. Many sections showed the 
results of heavy machine-gun fire. 
The fronts of some shops were/ 
literally carved out by, bullets and 
thc front windoWs of others were 
crashed in. Many Hongkew_ streets 
in the vicinity of the Chapel seéc- 
tor were closed. 

Rifle Fire on Sunday. ° 
There were outbreaks of rifle fire 
yesterday in the downtown area of 
Hongkew and in the French con- 
cession with a loss of many Chi- 
nese lives and some Japanese. Jap- 
anese forces were reported to have 
caught 28 Chinese in the yard of 
the Chinese Christian Church in 
Hongkew and to have\executed 20 
of them. 

Japanese military displays yes- 
terday included maneuvers over the 
International Settlement by 17 air- 
planes. The Japanese charged that 
the exchange of firing during yes- 
terday in widely separated areas of 
Shanghai was due to Chinese snip<) 
ing.

Settlement Defense Plans. 

Settlement officials revealed that 
special committees had been 
formed of local residents to work 
gut plans by which the population 
and the resources of the settlement 
would be placed on virtually a mili- 
tary basis.. The committee § will 
seek to mobilize all available man- 
power, placing each resident where 
he is most needed. This service will 
be voluntary. Another committee 
will deal with the problems of 
food, fuel and transport, and a 
third will have general responsi- 
bility for the safety of members 
of the colony. Plans were being 
made for billeting and for possible 
‘evacuation. 

Japan remained in centrol of a 
large section of the International 
Settlement, which .was taken over 
despite guarantees of neutrality, 
and at least two foreigners were re- 
ported to have beer injured when 
they tried to interfere with the op- 
erations of Japanese “volunteer 
reservists.”’ : 

These gangs of reservists, distin- 
guishable only by the brassards on 
their arms, went about where they 
pleased, collaring such Chinese as 
could not escape them. They were 
armed with guns and clubs, and 
they beat many of their victims and 
killed some of them. 

Fire in Chapei Burned Out. 

The fire in the Chinese Chapel 
section had subsided after having 
destroyed $10,000,000 worth of 
property. Chinese accused Japanese 
soldiers of feeding the blaze by 
pouring kerosene over the squalid 
native hovela,

China’s ‘Foreign Minister, in- 
formed the League of Nations by 
cable today that there was no foun- 
dation for reports that China was 
preparing to declare war on Japan, 

“rT have information that there 
are reports in the newspapers 


abroad that the Chinese Govern- 
ment is preparing to declare war 
on Japan,” his message says, “and 
I hasten to state categorically that 
sich reports are entilely ground- 
less. 

“China has not declared war but 
is only exercising the right of self- 
preservation inherent in the sov- 
ereignty of the Chinese state. 

“While Japan relentlessly pur- 
sues a policy of violence and ag- 
gression, China adheres to the ob- 
ligations she has a®Ssumed under 
the League Covenant, the Paris 
Pact and the Ninée-Power Treaty. 

“In the face of persistent and 
| merciless attack the Chinese Gov- 
lernment has been compelled to 
adopt measures of self-defense but 
80 long as the Japanese forces re- 
frain from acts of violence and 
aggression, the Chinese Govern- 
ment will not také any action hos- 
tile to them.” 


30,000 Chinése “Trvops Arriving in 
Nanking. 
By the Associated Press. 

NANKING, ‘Feb. 1.—A_ division 
of 30,000 national guardsmen, the 
finest of the Chinese troops, were 
arriving here today from Honan- 
fu, where the seat of the Gov- 
ernment is now. These soldiers 
were equipped with German auto- 
matic rifles and clad in smart green 
uniforms. 

There were reports that the di- 
vision might be destined for serv- 
-ice in Shanghai, but the opinion 
prevailed that unless new condi- 
tions arose it would be stationéd 
here to defend the city in event of 
a Japanesé attack. 

The Mayor of Nanking was as- 
sured by the Japanese Consul that 
although seven warships weré rid- 
ing at anchor in the Yangtze River 
no offensive would be opened 
against the city. The Consul ex- 
pressed the hope that the Chinese 
troops would refrain from any hos- 
tile action. 

The troops barricaded themselves 
behind sandbag fortifications on 
the city wall and the situation grew 
tense while civilians moved back 
into safer ground. 

Refugees Retorn to Shanghai. 

Many refugees who came only & 
few days ago from Shanghai were 
so terrified at the menacing aspect 
of developments here today that 
they piled into British steamers 
bound back for Shanghai. 

‘Some of the Japanese ships put 
landing parties on the docks, but 
there were no open hostilities. 

This evening the Japanese Con- 
sul-General called on ow Wen- 
kan, the Chinese Foreign Minister, 
who remained behind when the 
seat of Government was trans- 
ferred. The Consul lodged a for-‘ 
mal protest against the fighting at 
Shanghai, charging the Chinese 
started it. The Foreign Minister 
retorted that since the fighting be- 
gan in Chinese territory the Jap- 
anese must have been the instiga- 
tors. The conference endéd with- 
out having accomplished anything 
substantial.

After swearing in the grand jury 
for the February term of court to- 
day, and issuing routine instruc- 
tions, Circuit Judge Beck called the 
jurors back and read a supplement- 
ary charge in which he requested 
the jury to investigate crime pre- 
vention as effected through exten- 
sive probation service and inde- 
terminate prison sentences, 

Describing crime prevention as a 
“much overlooked — subject,” the 
Court’s supplemental charge reads: 

“Though we have in this com- 
munity none of the elements which 
give rise to mob violence, no con- 
ditions providing serious labor dis- 
putes, and no. racial C'ssension, but 
to the contrary )ave well nigh 


have one of the most overcrowded 
penitentflaries. in the-world, with a 
constantly accelerating increase in 
the number of its inmates. 

“The results of asreally progres- 
sive policy in preventing crime »is 
shown in the records’ of Massa- 
chusetts, indicating that it {s-time 
to take‘stock.in Missouri, Massa-

_ lation has reduced crime through a 
policy of corrective punishment. 
With hardened criminats, of inher- 
ently incorrigible nature, ‘terms, of 
confinement are long and perma- 
nent.

Heavy Casualties in Engage- 


ment Lasting Several Hours 
Near Harbin. 


By the Associated Press, 
TOKIO, Feb. 1.—-A severe en- 


gagement resulting in heavy cas- 
ualties was fought near Harbin, 
Manchuria, between Japanese 
forces and Chinese soldiers at- 
tached to Gen. Ting Chao, com- 
mander of the Chinese Eastern 


Railway guards, yesterday. Dis- 
patches said 400 Chinese were 
killed in a conflict lasting several 
hours’ and listed the Japanese 
losses at 21 killed and 38 wound- 
ed. The Chinese were said to have 
been driven back. 

After a preliminary 
bombardment in which several 
shells struck a Japanese military 
train, the Chinese attacked the 
railway station at Shuang Chen, 
South of Harbin, and directed a 
bayonet charge against the Japan- 
ese defenders. They were repulsed 
and a lull in hostilities ensued. 

Officers of the railroad, jointly 
owned and opérated by China and 
Russia, were reported to have 
agreed to the use of the branch of 
the line between Changchun and 
Harbin for the transportation of 
Japanese troops to the north. 

The board of directors previously 
refused to permit Japanese troop 
movements over the line but ‘the 
Soviet Government pronounced its 
approval providing Chinese author- 
ities in Peiping and Nanking 
agreed. Whether this permission 
was obtained was not announced. 

The Rengo (Japanese) news 
agency correspondent at Shuang 
Chen described the fighting as the 
hottest at close range since the 
occupation of Manchuria. 

Under the direction of Gen. Ha- 
sebe, the Japanese fought hand-to- 
hand at dawn with an enemy force 
numbering about 3000 men, The 
General was in the thick of the 
battle at all times, once within 300 
yards of the Chinese, and kept 
shouting a Japanese proverb: “So 
long as I am alive, boys, you are 
safe.” 

In attacking the railway station 
where Japanese were sleeping, the 
Chinese advanced rapidly by the 
use of rifles with the apparent in- 
tention of annihilating their ad- 
versaries. The Japanese failed to 
halt the onrush until the Chinese 
had almost reached the station, in 
front of which they came te grips.

“When those Senate leaders say 
no direct proof of the need has 
been given, either they are ignor- 
ant of the situation as it exists or 
they possibly feel they have ren- 
dered sufficient service and ful- 
filled their obligation by providing 
the bankers of the country a dole 
of $2,000,000,000, none of which 
will feed or put shoes.on the feet 
of children.” } 

McGrady said neither loans to 
state nor public works would be 
‘adequate. 

The Rev. John R. C’Grady of 
the Catholic National Charities said 
Federal relief is required for every 
community in the country, “even of 
the larger cities.” 

He assailed the Chamber of Com-| F° 
merce and Merle Thorpe, editor of

lief, and said they have no substi- 
tute remedy for what they call a 
dole. 

“We who have been in close con- 
tact with relief work have been 
amazed at the indifference of con- 
gressional leaders,” he said.

Woman Says Muskogee’ Oil

The unsolved Maryland murder 
case was reopened Friday with the 
arrest of Temple Biggs; 33 years 
old; of this county... Sheriff Hop- 
kins said he obtained from Mrs. 
Lilly Pumphrey a statement in 
which she told thee@story of the 
murder as related to her by Biggs 
several years ago, who, she said 
told her he wasan eye witness. 

McBride, according to the state- 
ment was killed for $30,000 he had 
won at a gambling table in Prince 
George’s County the night of Aug. 
10, 1922. The woman said Biggs 
had told her he received $1500 for 
helping dispose of the body. 

The oil operator had frequently 
visited the gambling place, the 
statement said and the night of 
his death broke the house. Sevetfal 
men present made plans to rob him 
and after patrons hal left, attempt- 
ed to get him drunk. 

One man stabbed him in the back 
with a long knife and a second béat 
him on the head with a club ac- 
cording to the story told by the 
woman. A burlap bag was then 
tied about his head to stop the 
blecding and the money taken from 
his pockets. ‘ 

The body, Mrs. Pumphrey’s 
story continued, was then loaded 
into a truck and dumped behind a 
culvert where it was found a few 
days later. Biggs, was quoted as 
saying he know a man who was 
still wearing a ring taken from 
McBride's finger after the murder 
and that he had often received 
money by threatening to tell “what 
he knew.”’ 

Mrs. Pumphrey said she had oft- 
en wished to tell police what she) 
knew but had feared revenge of | 
the men involved. She concluded | 
by saying that Biggs had told her | 
he drank to try to forget the crime. | 
Biggs, now in jail here, has denied 
ever making any statements about 
the crime, insisting he knows noth- 
ing about the affair. 


PASTOR SAYS ACTION OF JAPAN 
IS OBSTACLE TO ARMS PARLEY 


But He Declares It Should Not 
Wreck Conference, or Tokio 
Will Be Dictator. 

The Geneva Disarmament Con- 
ference was termed “Judgment Day 
of 1932” by the Rev. Dr. J. T. 
Stocking at Pilgrim Congregational

“The grievous action of Japan 
looms as an obstacle before the 
conference,” he said. “The mili- 
tary-minied will use it as an argu- 
ment against reduction of arma- 
ments.

“Any agreement among the na- 
tions must include Japan.

It is an argument why all 
mations should reduce their arma- 
ments. To let this action of Japan 
frighten and wreck the conference. 
would mean that Japan becomes 
for the time the master of the sit- 
uation and the dictator of the pol- 
icy of the world.”

Out of three bond issues for an 
aggregate of $93,165,500 voted by 
St. Louis in the last 12 years, $71,- 
135,469.30 has been spent, and large 
part of the work remaining to be 
done with the balance is expected 


to be carried out this year. The 
city has on hand in cash and un- 
issued bonds almost $22,000,000, of 
which $5,428,196.03 already has 
been appropriated for definite un- 
dertakings. 

All the bonds have been sold ex-

eases where insurance is involved. The 
same elass of citizenship cemposes both 
the list of premiym payers and the roll 
ef our juries, But the juror does not 
seem te realize that he is actyally help- 
ing to pay the Judgment himself, which 
he so willingly renders against the insur- 
ance company and which, in too mary 
cases, is entirely unreasonable in amount. 
Many persons seem to think that the 
insurances company has only to reach up 
into the sky and bring down the dollars 
with which to pay losses, when, as a 
matter of fact, loss money comes from 
one source only-—-premiums, They also 
believe that insurance companies should 
pay claims brought against them regard- 
less of the merits of the individual case. 

This condition has largely been 
brought about and its continuation per- 
petyuated by the ambulance chaser, as 
you mentien. Insurance companies like 
to handle claims promptly, fairly and to 
the entire satisfaction of all concerned. 
But many times claims for only slight 
injuries reach the hands of unscrupulous 
lawyers before the company has 
chance even to make an investigation 
which Is neceasary to determine liability, 
and in such cases the final cost of set- 
tlement is excessive’ because an addi- 
tional sum must. be asked with which 
to pay the lawyer who ugually partici- 
pates in the “spoils” to the extent of 25 
to 60 per cent. 

The lawyer’s custom is usually to for- 
bid his: client to furnish insurance rep- 
resentatives with information surround- 
ing the accident for which he claims 
damages,. This compels the company to 
negotiate directly with the lawyer who, 
through threats of a suit, recovers more 
money than is due. Insurance companies 
well know the’claimant has every ad- 
vantage in court, especially before a jury 
composed: of friends and acquaintances 
of the claimant and, as long as this con- 
dition exists, I believe that the insur- 
ance companies will be justified in pay- 
ing a sum in excess of actual damages 
sustained in order to obtain a release 
and avoid the coat of a law suit which, 
in the final analysis, must be paid by 
the premium payers.

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HONEST GOVERNMENT. 

We reprinted an editorial from the Churchman lest 
week under the heading, “A City Honestly Gov- 
erned,” which, needless to gay, referred to Milwaukee. 
Everybody knows the happy financial condition of 
that city, with its bank balance of $4,000,000, while 
other cities mostly are jn the red. What is not so 
generally known is the fact, stated by the Church- 
man, that Milwaukee “performs more services for her 
citizens, and does it better, than any community in 
the land.” 

It happens that the Mayor of Milwaukee, Daniel 
W. Hoan, is a Socialist, but his politjeal philosophy 
does not explain the fine job of municipal housekeep- 
ing that is being done in that city. The explanation 
is much more simple. Twe words tell it—honest gov- 
ernment. That is what Milwaukee has, Of course, 
there is ability, also, but the two qualities usually go 
together. 

The root trouble with our other cities is dishonest 
government. That does not mean that the men in- 
trusted with governing-other cities are personally dis- 
honest. It is the system that is primarily at fault— 
the system of partisan political government which, 
before anything else, is a party institution, deter- 
mined to maintain itself as such, and compelled to 


favors, to administer patronage to the end that the 


tariffs grow restive under their unconditional most- 
favored-nation treaties,with the United States. In 
recent years, threats of retaliation have been fairly 


successful in preventing foreign countries from dis- 
criminating against American-made goods, but such 
threats would be of little avail against a concerted 
movement abroad tq denounce unconditional most: 
favored-nation treaties, and to negotiate special reci- 
procity agreements which would discriminate against 
American exports. In its implications and its pos 
sible consequences, Britain’s proposed action is high- 
ly significant. 
STATES WITH DRIVERS’ LICENSE LAWS. 

Discussing the need for a drivers’ license law in 
Missouri recently, we mentioned 11 states which have 
availed themselves of this means of preventing auto- 
mobile accidents... In eight other states, drivers’ li- 
cense laws have been enacted and are about to be- 
come effective. They are: Colorado, Delaware, Iowa, 
Kansas, Michigan, Oregon, South Carolina and West 
Virginia. Five states—-Indiana, Maine, Nebraska, 
Washington and Wisconsin—have recently passed 
drivers™license laws which do not require examina- 
tions of applicants and are, therefore, subject to im- 
provement, as without examinations it is impossible 
to weed out palpably unfit drivers. . 

Thus, 24 states and the District of Columbia, a 
pioneer in this field, have some form of drivers’ li- 
cense legislation on the statute books, They ‘recog-

HE multiplicity of laws has caused al- 
most universal criticism by editorial and 
special writers, Examining the clip- 
pings, we find in each a statement similar 
to the foHowing: “State and national Legis- 
latures grind out 15,000 new laws every 
year, That’s a million in a generation!” 
Note, if you please, the phrase ‘‘new laws.”’ 

When a writer appears to be particularly 
agitated about it, he includes something 
like this: ‘“‘With millions of laws already 
On the statute books, the recent Legisla- 
tures ground out thousands of mew ones.” 
Legislatures are referred to as “law fac- 
tories” and “legislative mills’—because 
somewhere that phrase “grind out’ must be 
included. We must not be robbed of the 
picture of thoge terrible and relentless mill- 
stones forever, turning out their suffocating 
grist. 

Let no one suppose that fault-finding with 
Mr. 
Carlyle is said te have. remarked that the 
Only acts of Parliament which are entitled 
to commendation were those by which pre- 
vious acts of Parliament were repealed. To- 
day, that sentiment, applied to a Legislature 
and expressed in nearly any gathering, 
would be greeted with applause. The Fed- 
eralist says: “The facility amd excess of 
law-making seem to be the disease to which 


our Governments are most liable.”

John Locke, when framing the Constitu- 
tion of Carolina in 1669, included this pro- 
vision: 
acts shall at the end of a hundred years 
after their enacting respectively cease and 
determine of themselves and» without any 
repeal become null and void.” They threw 
out Locke's suggeStion when the Constitu- 
tion was finally adopted. 

There is doubtless considerable truth in 
the charge that one of the outstanding char- 
acteristics of our political institutions is 
a passion for law-making. Perhaps we do 
attempt to remedy every real or fancied 
social or material ill by legislation. But I 
am also quite sure that these statistics are 
not nearly so terrifying as at first they 
seem, and these oft-repeated figures are 
very misleading. 

The laws enacted at any session of any 
Legislature can be listed in the following 
classes: 

1. Laws that repeal laws. It takes a 
law to repeal a law, but each repealing 
statute is listed ag a “new law” by the 
statisticians. 

2. Appropriation measures. It is the 
common practice with Legislatures to pass 
an appropriation meagure for each depart- 
ment of the state government. For in- 
stance, the 1981 Idaho Legisiature passed 
24 such measures. Each makes a chapter 
in the Session: Laws of that year, and each 
is listed asa “new law” by the compiler of

3. The levies. After appropriating vari- 
ous sums for support of the state govern- 
ment or other purposes, the Legislature 
must determine the levy or levies which 
shall b> laid against taxable property of the 
commonwealth to raise the moneys appro- 
This must be done by @ law, but 
this act also will die at the expiration of 
the year or biennium. 

4. Legislatures often enact emergency

laws that will remain on the statute books, 
though they contribute considerably to 
swelling the totals. 

7. Corrective laws. Clerical and typo- 
graphical only. They may he said to come 
within the field of amendments, though 
their purpose is solely to supply a word or 
place a punctuation mark. Yet it takes a 
“new law” to make such corrections ef- 
fective. 

8. Administrative measures which relate 
solely to a necessarily complex government. 
Perhaps it authorizes a State Treasurer to 
retire some bonds, or provides how he shall 
invest some surplus funds, or prescribes the 
form of report another department shall 
make, or specifies the duties of a certain 
officer. 

9. The great mass of laws which are 
amendments to existing statutes. + Moat 
amending acts repeal old ones in whole or 
in part. The amended law is the first of 
the classes named which may directly af- 
fect the average citizen. The sum total of 
all the nine classes have not added, actu- 
ally, a single statute to make up that “mils 
lion” which is to be added this generatién 
to vex and harass us, 

10. Finally, we have what may really 
be called new laws, ’ 
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If you apply the foregoing classification 
to the 1931 enactments of three of our com- 
monwealths, representing a legislative crossa- 
section of the 48 states, you may be sur- 
prised to learn how little new legislation 
there was. You will find that the average 
of not over 15 or 20 new laws is passed 
in the average state. In all the 48 states 
ef the Union, considerably less than 1000 
new laws of general application were en- 
acted during the 1930-198! biennium.

If searching for meat when the 
cost must be kept at a minimum, 
why not try boiled stuffed beef 
heart? Takes longer to cook it 


than a steak or roast, but it pays 
for the effort as it is savory and a 
most substantial dish. 

And the liquid in which it is 
cooked can be combined with cab- 
bage for a very nourishing soup 
the next day. 

‘Wash a large beef heart in luke- 
warm water to which one teaspoon 
baking soda has been added. Cut 
the heart open and remove all 
stringy bfibers, then soak in cold, 
salted waters for one hour. Drain 
and wipe dry with a cloth. Sprin- 
kle inside and out with salt and 
pepper, stuff with stuffing and sew 
up or fasten firmly with skewers. 

For the stuffing, mix two cups 
stale bread crumbs with one cup 
scalded milk or water, one-fourth 
cup chopped onion, one-fourth cup 
bacon fat, one teaspoon salt, pepper 
to season, one-half teaspoon thyme 
or poultry seasoning, one egg. If the 
dressing is not moist enotigh, add 
a little more water, but be careful 
it is not too wet. When the heart 
is stuffed and sewed, put it in a 
deep kettle, add boiling water to 
barely cover, a sprig of parsley and 
an onion, and boil gently for two 
and one-half hours until the meat 
is tender. 

Remove from the water, sprinkle 
with, or roll in, dry bread crumbs, 
well buttered and brown in a hot 
oven for 10 minutes. Make two 
cups gravy from the liquor thick- 
ened with a little flour and well 
seasoned. Save the rest of the 
liquor or stock for making cabbage 
and bean coup for the next day’s 
dinner. 

Cabbage and Bean Soup. 

Soak one-half pound navy beans 
over night in cold water. Next day 
drain, add three quarts stock from 
boiled heart and simmer until ten- 
der. Add two quarts shredded cab- 
page, a sliced onion, and. two car- 
rots cut in small dice. Boil for 20 
to 25 minutes. Melt three table- 
spoons bacon or ham fat or butter, 
add three tablespoons minced 
green pepper and cook for five 
minutes without browning. 

Add three tablespoons flour and 
stir into the soup. Let boil up once 
and serve very hot with toasted 
rolis or croutons. Serves six and 
is hearty enough to make a meal 
with a salad and simple dessert, 


DRIED LIMA BEANS 


BAKED WITH TOMATOES 


Rince one pound dried lima 
beans in cold water, cover with six 
cups cold water and let soak over 
night. Next day, drain, cover with 
fresh water and add two teaspoons 
salt. Boil gently until tender. 
Melt one-fourth cup drippings or 
butter in a saucepan, add  one- 
fourth cup minced onion, one- 
feurth cup finely cut celery and 
half green pepper, shredded.

Children and Coffee 

snes 4 have for drugs a tol- 
C erance Which differs from that 
of adults. 
Thus the young can withstand 
proportionately large doses of de- 
pressant drugs, such as bromides, 
but they react rather quickly and 
strongly to comparatively small 
doses of stimulating drugs, such as 
alcohol or caffeine. 

Proportionate to its weight, 
therefore, the child can stand more 
of the sedative and less of the pro- 
vocative drugs than can the adult. 
A moment’s reflection will enable 
us to understand in part, at least, 
why this is so. 

The nervous system of the child 
and the young person represents a 
larger portion of the bulk of the 
body than does the nervous sytem 
in a grown person, 

Also in its functions the juvenile 
nervous system is less steady and 
less set. 

This is one of the reasons why 
coffee is not advised for children. 
Caffeine, the drug part of coffee, 
is a mild stimulant and in a num- 
ber of instances undoubtedly con- 
tributes to the over-stimulation of 
the child's nervous system, 

Most children are subjected to ex- 
cessive nervous stimulation by play 
and other forms of excitement. 
This not infrequently leads to 
functional disturbances, particu- 
larly of the digestive system. 

Then, too, children need an ade- 
quate supply of the materials es- 
sential to body building. \ 

In so far as coffee displaces milk 
and other nutritional foods in the 
diet of the child it is objectionable. 

In the household where coffee is 
used-by all the adults and children 
and adolescents balk at being de- 
prived of this beverage, a compro- 
mise may be entered into so that 
the children get a mixture made up 
mainly of milk with just enough 
coffee to change the color of the 


beverage.
